ed or recalled. 
Enactm ent of the relief measure as 
em ergency 
legislation, 
requires 
87 
votes in the house, but leaders were 
confident the majority would be easily 
mustered. 
The house caucus overwhelm ingly 
defeated the attem pt of Rerperesnta- 
tive Ross Buchanan of Carroll coun­ 
ty, to bring up his Bible bill for pas­ 
sage over Governor Donahey’s veto. 
“I feel that if anything is taken up 
at this session it should be the Bible 
bill,” Buchanan told the caucus, mov­ 
ing the representatives be relieved of 
their pledges to consider nothing ex­ 
cept the em ergency bill. 
Representative Roberts, Mahoning 
county, 
seconded the 
motion 
which 
was defeated 67 to l l . 
Buchanan 
then served 
notice 
he 
would attem pt to bring up his bill 
when the house vonvened. 
“ If the bill if not

upon, I

PERSIA IS RULED 
BY HORSE GROOM 


Headed Revolt Which Cleared 
W ay to Throne. 


New York.—From hostler in the sta­ 
bles of the Cossacks to shah of Persia 
has been the rise of Ream Khan Peh- 
levi. 
From tender of tile horses, Beata en­ 
tered the Cossacks and In 1921 led the 
revolt which culminated In the over­ 
throw of the government, the deposi­ 
tion of the shah, and hts assumption of 
the role of dictator. 
And now, advices from Teheran, the 
capital of Persia, say that on Decem­ 
ber 14 
Resa 
ascended 
the throne. 
Meanwhile, Ahmed Kajar, the twenty- 
seven-year-old deposed monarch, is in 
France, 
moving 
frequently 
between 
Paris and the Riviera, apd declaring 
that he still remains the ruler of his 
erstwhile realm. 
"I urn, and remain the legitimate 
and constitutional sovereign of Per­ 
sia,” declare* Ahmed Kajar, “and I 
awalt the hour to return to my country 
to continue to serve my people.” 
The dashing Resa, despite his hum­ 
ble origin— he is the son of a Persian 
- is possessed of both strategy and 
statecraft.

Thursday nig ht, the Ohio g eneral as­ 
sembly convened at 9 a. m. today to 
enact emerg ency relief leg islation for 
bankrupt- and near-bankrupt 
tax ing 
districts. 
W hether the session would confine 
its procedure 
to 
the relief 
bill, as 
pledg ed, 
refusing consideration of 
“omnibus” 
and 
repeater 
measures, 
was shrouded in doubt as the cham­ 
bers were called to order. 
Contrasting conditions in the sen­ 
ate, almost complete 
harmony , inter­ 
spersed by 
only a few 
malcontents, 
prevailed in the house. 
An air of uncertainty permeated the 
senate where the ominous warning s of 
senate insurg ents who may seek to 
prolong 
the session 
in 
violation of 
pre session pledg es, were sounded. 
The 
senate 
caucused 
for 
three 
hours Thursday nig ht, accomplishing 
nothing ex cept an arg reement to cau­ 
cus ag ain this morning . 
The 
house caucus 
broug ht 
more 
definite results, the solons voting 7 2 
to 22 to enact the relief bill and vot­ 
ing down proposals to consider other 
leg islation. 
Before the chambers convened, sen­ 
a te leaders 
sounded 
out 
sentiment 
am ong the senators 
in an effort to 
pledg e enoug h votes to insure pas­ 
sag e of the relief measure and keep 
other leg islation from being present­ 
ed or recalled. 
Enactm ent of the relief measure as 
emerg ency 
leg islation, 
req uires 
8 7 
votes in the house, but leaders were 
confident the majority would be easily 
mustered. 
The house caucus overwhelming ly 
defeated the attem pt of Rerperesnta- 
tive Ross Buchanan of Carroll coun­ 
ty , to bring up his Bible bill for pas­ 
sag e over Governor Donahey ’s veto. 
“ I feel that if any thing is taken up 
a t this session it should be the Bible 
bill,” Buchanan told the caucus, mov­ 
ing the representatives be relieved of 
their pledg es to consider nothing ex ­ 
cept the emerg ency bill. 
Representative Roberts, Mahoning 
county , seconded the 
motion 
which 
was defeated 67 to 11. 
Buchanan 
then served 
notice 
he 
would attem pt to bring up his bill 
when the house vonvened. 
“ If the bill is not 
acted 
upon, I 
will become a candidate for g overnor 
and make it an issue in my campaig n” 
he asserted. 
The house members also rejected a 
proposal to consider the passag e over 
the g overnor’s veto, 
of the Lipp bill 
which 
would 
take 
jurisdiction over 
employ es of the public utilities com­ 
mission from 
the state 
director of 
commerce1 and g ive it to the commis­ 
sion. 
Similar attem pts in the senate w^ere 
voted down over protest of Senator 
Clark, Champaig n county . 
The emerg ency 
relief bill 
as ap­ 
proved by tax ation committees of the 
house and senate, provides: 
1. That interest and sinking fund 
levies above four mills may be placed 
outside the 15 mill limitation on peti­ 
tion of 51 per cent of the voters of a 
tax ing district. 
2. The deficiency 
now ex isting 
in 
county funds m ay be funded over a 
period of five y ears instead of hav­ 
ing 
to be 
paid 
out of this 
y ear’s 
revenues. 
3. That five-six ths 
of the cost of 


compulsory real 
estate 
reappraisal 
may be funded over a five y ear period 
instead of having the entire cost paid 
out of one y ear’s revenue, 
i 
4. That school districts, on petition 
'of 60 per cent of the voters, may levy 
an ex tra three mill levy 
for school 
purposes. 
Representative Robert A. Taft, Cin­ 
cinnati, was elected 
speaker 
of the 
house 
succeeding 
former 
Speaker 
H arry D. Silver, who resig ned. 
T aft’s election w?as opposed by the 
corn bloc which 
supported 
Repre­ 
sentative J. H. 
T. Gordon 
of Log an 
county . 
The vote was; Taft 8 0; Gordon 15. 
A majority of the 
Democrats did 
notvote. 
T aft 
formerly was majority lloor 
leaders 
and was 
serving his 
third 
term. 
Immediately 
after 
the election of 
Taft, 
the emerg ency relief bill was 
introduced by 
Representative W. E. 
Bax ter of Allen county , under a sus­ 
pension of the rules. 
The bill at once was referred to the 
tax ation committee and the house re­ 
cessed for half an hour while the com­ 
mittee prepared its report. 
The Bax ter 
bill 
passed 
by both 
house and senate today and has been 
sent to Governor Donahey .

BY HORSE GROOM 


H ead ed Revolt W h ich C le a re d 
W ay to Th ron e. 


New York.—-From hq stlcr in the sta­ 
bles of the Cossacks to shah of Persia 
has been the rise of Reza Khan Peh- 
iev l. 
From tend er of the horses, Uezu en­ 
tered the Cossad cs and In 19 21 led the 
rev olt which cu lminated In the ov er­ 
throw of the gov ernment, the d eposi­ 
tion of llw* shah, and his assu mption of 
the role of d ictator. 
And now, ad v ices from Teheran, the 
capital of Persia, say that on Decem­ 
ber 14 Rex a ascend ed the throne. 
Meanwhile, Ahru ed K ajar, the twenty - 
sev en-y ear-old d eposed monarch, ts In 
France, 
mov ing 
freq u ently 
between 
Paris and the Riv iera, u pd d eclaring 
that he still remains the ru ler of 
his 
erstwhile realm. 
“1 atn, and remain the legitimate 
and constitu tional sov ereign of Per­ 
sia,” d eclares Ahmed Kajar, “and I 
await the hou r to retu rn to my cou ntry 
to continu e to serv e my people.” 
The d ashing Rex a, d espite his hu m­ 
ble origin—be is the son of a Persian 
—is possessed of both strategy and 
statecraft. 
As soon as he became pre­ 
mier and minister of war,» in other 
word s, d ictator, lie began the reorgani­ 
zation of the cou ntry . 
At first he d e­ 
sired a repu blic, bu t he was thwarted 
in his efforts to establish one by the 
opposition of the priests. 
Then when 
the national assembly late in October 
proclaimed the d eposition of the R a­ 
ja ra d y nasty , Rex a is su ld to liav e im­ 
med iately set Ills heart on ascend ing 
the throne. 
He brou ght abou t u nification of the 
u nru ly tribes in a single entity and 
raised ail army of 40,000 men. He saw 
that they were paid , fed and clothed , 
thu s insu ring to himself their loy alty 
when need ed . Personal cou rage Is said 
to Imv e aid ed him materially In hold ­ 
ing his troops In hand . 
When in 19 21 
the Khorassan tribe rebelled , Reza is 
d eclared to hav e gone personally Into 
the rebel camp, killed tlie lead er and 
pu t d own the rebellion. 
The Persian gov ernment, known as 
the natid nat consu ltativ e assembly , has 
been retained by Uex a to carry ou t his 
will In the manner • » f a constitu tional 
regime. 
It Is this bod y which It is be­ 
liev ed has sanctioned his elev ation to 
the throne.
